Urges Cooperation of Residents 


The Fire Department 
Home Inspection Program, 
which is in its second year 
now, Is still proving to be 
invaluable to the home- 
owner, or tenants, as a 
source of information’ to 
help make their home safe 
from fire. 

Last year, 906 homes were 
visited by the Fire Inspec¬ 
tors, resulting in much ap¬ 
preciation for the service 
rendered. This being one of 
the returns of your fire pro¬ 
tection tax doilar, the Fire 
Prevention Bureau is ready 
and willing to assist with 
any problems the citizens 
may have. Due to various 
situations, if no one is home 
during the days of the week, 
please call the fire depart¬ 
ment at EL 5-1414 for an ap¬ 
pointment for an inspector 
to call on you. 

One of the points that we 
do stress during these in¬ 
spections, is the safe prac¬ 
tices of using or handling 
dangerous materials. One of 
our recent fires was caused 
by the use of a flammable 
solvent for cleaning curtain 
material. The fumes 
traveled to a point of igni¬ 
tion, in this case possibly 
the pilot light on the stove, 
and resulted in a Hash 
fire. One direction of fire 
caused damage to the serv¬ 
ice porch area. The fumes 
had also traveled the other 
direction into the bedroom, 
and when the flash fire oc- 
cured it caught the bed¬ 
spread and' mattress on fire.
